In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required in reply to this action to elect a 
single invention to which must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-13 and 19-39, drawn to a substrate cutting system including first and 
second substrate supporting units supporting a substrate such that the substrate which 
has been moved in a Y direction by clamp devices is cut along a X direction and the Y 
direction by substrate cutting devices. 

Group II, claims 14-18, drawn to a substrate cutting system including substrate floating 
units for supporting the substrate with air. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups or Inventions I and II do not relate to a single inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special features for the following reasons: The technical feature of the 
invention I, as mentioned above, is not present in inventions II. Conversely, the technical 
futures in inventions II are not present in invention I. 

3. Upon election of invention I (Claims 1-13 and 19-39) applicant must elect one of the 
following Groups of Inventions. 

Group IA, claim 4, drawn to substrate cutting system including substrate cutting devices 
having a cutter wheel and a cutter head with a servo motor for transmitting a pressure 
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force against the substrate to the cutter wheel. 

Group IB, claims 5-9, 1 1 and 39, drawn to a substrate cutting system including a steam 
unit section for spraying steam onto the substrate. 

Group IC, claim 10, drawn to a substrate cutting system including a positioning unit 
section for positioning the substrate to be transported to the substrate supporting device. 
Group ID, claim 12, drawn to a substrate cutting system including a removal means for 
removing an unnecessary portion of the substrate cut by the substrate cutting devices. 
Group IE, claim 19, drawn to a substrate manufacturing apparatus including a 
chamfering system for chamfering an edge face of the substrate. 
Group IF, claim 20, drawn to a substrate manufacturing apparatus including an 
inspection system for inspecting the function of a substrate. 

Group IG, claims 21-26, drawn to a scribing method for forming scribing lines on a 
substrate including the steps of forming two scribing lines along at least two lines to be 
scribed on the substrate; and forming a first scribing line on the substrate, and moving 
on the substrate so as to draw a circular region without being apart from the substrate 
and then forming a second scribing line. 

Group IH, claims 27-38, drawn to a scribing cutting method including the steps of 
forming a supplementary scribing line proximal to a formed main scribing line and 
approximately in parallel with the main scribing line. 

It should be noted that claims 1-3 and 13 will be examined with the elected 
Subgroup. 

It should also be noted that claim 1 links invention IA-IH. The restriction requirement 
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among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s) 1 . Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups or Inventions IA-IH do not relate to a single inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special features for the following reasons: The technical feature of the 
invention I A, as mentioned above, is not present in inventions IB-IH. Conversely, the technical 
futures in inventions IB-IH are not present in invention IA. It should be noted that inventions 
IA-IH are distinct from one another by having at least a specific feature or a step that is not 
presented in the other inventions.
